$100 Million for 
State Highways 
In Prospect 
By GORDON G. GAUSS 
DENVER, Colo. (AP) - Colo­ 
rado will have nearly $100 mil­ 
lion available to build highways 
during the fiscal year starting 
next July I, says Chief Highway 
Engineer Charles E. Shumate 
The amount will be the largest 
in the state’s history and will ex­ 
ceed construction funds for the 
current year by some $20 mil­ 
lion. 
Shumate disclosed the figure 
in an interview after studying 
the new highway act passed by 
Congress this year. It increases 
federal aid to states in all cat­ 
egories. 
The engineer said about $60 I 
million, including both state and 
federal funds, will be allocated 
for construction along the mulfi- 
lane Interstate Highway System, 
compared to about $54 million 
for the current year. 
He said money for federal aid 
primary road construction will 
jump from $14 million to $18 
million, that construction funds 
for federal aid secondary roads 
will increase from $9 million to 
$11.8 million and money for ur­ 
ban project construction will 
jump fom 34 6 million to lf 8 
million. 
The figures, Shumate said, 
presumes that Colorado Will 
come up with funds to match 
all federal allocations to the 
state. At present, he added, it 
appears there will be a short­ 
age of matching funds of be­ 
tween $5.5 million and $7 mil­ 
lion.

the same period last year. 
The largest grant during Sep­ 
tember was $750,000 from the 
Agency for International Devel­ 
opment.

Another grant for $470,800 was 
received from the U S Office of 
Education for use by CSU's 
graduate school in providing fel­ 
lowships to qualified students.

It is now less than four weeks 
to the election and only Nixon 
has been satisfactorily specific 
on this count. Humphrey has 
said a great deal about what he 
would do on issues if President, 
but has yet to say whether he 
views the presidency itself dif­ 
ferently from LBJ. 
This is a subject that is act­ 
ually the heart of a national 
election, 
theroretically. 
How 
can the people make the presi­ 
dential choice intelligently with­ 
out advance knowledge of what 
each aspirant thinks of the awe­ 
some job he seeks; how he 
proposes to handle it rn every 
aspect of its overwhelming res­ 
ponsibilities’’ 
It has become traditional for 
presidential rivals to make pub­ 
lic their financial status, their 
health condition and their stand 
on the key issues before the 
country. 
Shouldn’t it be similarly re­ 
quired for a candidate to spell 
out the kind of leadership he 
feels a President should give? 
And 
answer 
precisely 
such 
questions as to whether the of­ 
fice should lose or gain some of 
its powers; whether a President 
should lead public opinion or 
follow it; delegate more respon­ 
sibilities so he can concentrate 
entirely on policies, rather than 
operations’’ 
Let’s face it — the presidency 


as an institution developed a 
public blot under Johnson. He 
lost 
the people's trust, dis­ 
sipated their confidence by his 
wheeling and dealing national 
leadership and in the twilight of 
his White House tenure finds 
more people doubting what he 
says than believing in his ve­ 
racity. 
For these good and sufficient 
reasons, 
in 
this 
presidential 
election more than any other. 
the voters have a right to know 
what. if any, changes the next 
President proposes to make. 
It does not necessarily follow 
that the victor in the November 
election may be entirely de­ 
pended upon to turn out to be 
the kind of President he prop­ 
oses 
to 
be 
Times 
change, 
images shift, crises develop — 
and the role of leadership must 
be flexible and vary from the 
original advance intentions. 
Nevertheless, 
a 
candidate 
owes it to the nation’s voters to 
inform them of exactly the type 
of leadership he proposes to 
supply on the basis of what he 
construes to be required in the 
next four years. Nixon did this 
three weeks ago in an NBC and 
C B S 
radio 
network 
speech 
which has never been properly 
appreicated. 
In capsule form, he simply 
said he proposed to be a strong 
President, willing on occasion to 
“take 
unpopular 
measures.” 
The day of a passive President 
is past, so is the day of a Presi­ 
dent who "follows the fluctua­ 
tions of the public opinion polls" 
rather than of his own best 
judgment. 
Under a Nixon administration 
"the presidency will be deeply 
involved in the entire sweep of 
America’s public concerns" — 
and the President will be an ac­ 
tivist. determined to "articulate 
the nation’s values, define its 
goals and marshal its will.” 
And Nixon also added this 


mouthful: 
"Only through an 
open candid dialogue with the 
people can a President maintain 
his trust and leadership. 
Now. in any search of Hum­ 
phrey’s 
m a n y 
campaign 
speeches and statements it is 
impossible to date to determine 
what kind of President he in­ 
tends to be if elected. 
We know pretty well what 
Humpnrey would hope to ac­ 
complish if President, but not 
whether he would copy the 
Johnson method or dare to step 
out on his own to lead the na­ 
tion positively, 
In only a negative way has 
Humphrey approached the ques­ 
tion of the presidency itself. 
This has been in hts derogation 
of Nixon as a candidate who 
cannot be trusted and who ap­ 
peals to the "worst’* in the 
American people rather than 
"the best."

W h a t is confusing about 
Humphrey’s delay in expound­ 
ing on his views as to the presi­ 
dency is that John F. Kennedy, 
to whom Humphrey so often ad­ 
mirably refers, considered it 
most important in 1960 to In­ 
form the public of his personal 
assessment of the presidential 
role. 
Kennedy did this in January 
1960. A strong President was re­

Dealers Ak 
Targets In 
War on Smut 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Deal­ 
ers who mail pornography or 
pandering 
advertisements 
to 
American homes have become 
principal targets of the Post Of­ 
fice Department in a battle to 
protect the public—and particu­ 
larly children—from smut. 
Aided recently by a new fed­ 
eral antipandering law, the de­ 
partment has received 75,000 
complaints 
from 
individuals 
since 
last 
April. 
Meanwhile, 
postal 
inspectors 
also 
have 
made significant advances in 
their fight against commercial 
smut dealers. 
Currently nearly 60 dealers 
are awaiting trial in U S. courts 
on charges of mailing obscene 
materials. 
The Post Office says this fig­ 
ure represents the great majori­ 
ty of the dealers responsible for 
mailing materials deemed ob­ 
scene by postal inspectors. 
Chief Postal Inspector Henry 
B. Montague, remarking on the 
new antipandering statute, said 
this gives the recipient the right 
to decide if unsolicited adver­ 
tisements are offensive. 
“ It is designed,” he said, “ to 
take care of material in the 
‘gray area’ where it may be 
considered by some people to be 
objectionable but under court 
decisions is not legally defined 
as obscene.” 
Essentially, what the Post Of­ 
fice is attempting to do is to 
give the family the right to de­ 
cide what is offensive or what 
they fear could fall into child­ 
rens’ hands. 
On receiving a complaint, the 
Post Office asks the mailer to 
remove from any mailing list in 
his possession or under his con­ 
trol the names of the complain­ 
ing party. Failure to do so can 
result in court action by the Jus­ 
tice Department. 


Johnson Plans 
Own Survey of 
Foreign Chiefs

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson plans to initiate 
promptly his survey of foreign 
leaders to see if international 
feelings run high enough to war­ 
rant a special session of t h e 
Senate to ratify a treath ban­ 
ning 
the 
spread 
of 
nuclear 
weapons. 
This was the word Friday 
from administration sources aft­ 
er Johnson said the need for 
U S ratification of the nuclear 
nonproliferation 
treaty 
was 
great enough for such a session. 
Although 
sources 
said

prompt start to the survey was 
expected, and that it would be 
done through routine diplomatic 
channels rather han personal 
Johnson 
summit 
meetings, 
there was no evidence Johnson 
contemplates called the Senate 
back before the Nov. 5 election. 
The Senate has been cool to 
the treaty since the Soviet-led 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. De­ 
spite repeated pleas from John­ 
son it continued to put off action 
since returning from its August 
political convention break. 
The heart of Johnson’s argu­ 
ment for fast action on the trea­ 
ty was that delay by the United 
States, the world’s mightiest nu­ 
clear power, would give foes of 
the nonproliferation pact in an 
increasing number of countries 
time to swing their s t a t e s 
against ratifications. 
Under 
the 
treaty, 
nuclear 
powers signing it pledge not to 
give atomic weapons to have- 
not countries and the have-nots 
agree not to acquire them. 
Since the original July I sign­ 
ing by the United States, the So­ 
viet Union, Britain and about 80 
nonnuclear 
states 
have 
also 
signed. But only two — Ireland 
and 
Nigeria—have 
followed 
through with ratification so far, 
and key nations with atomic po­ 
tential have yet to sign. 
The treaty becomes effective 
once it ratified by the nuclear 
signers and 40 other states. 


Allott Says Congress 
'Not Outstanding’ 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Gordon Allott R-Colo., said Fri­ 
day the 90th Congress might 
better be judged in terms of 
what it did not do than in terms 
of what it did do. 
Allott said he did not think the 
90th could be called an out­ 
standing Congress in terms of 
legislative accomplishment. 
“ Some worthwhile measures^' 
such as the Omnibus Crime 
Bill, did win approval. Other 
bills which would have been act­ 
ed on were stalled," he said. 
Sometimes, Allott said, people 
are inclined to judge a Congress 
wily by the number of bills it 
passes.

Some years back. Newsweek 
calculated that the total tax col­ 
lections in this country from its 
founding 
through 
1933 
were 
$91 5 billion 


More recently it has been cal­ 
culated that federal taxes col­ 
lected from 1789 through the fis­ 
cal year 1956 were about $815 
billion. 
By comparison, the budgets of 
the new Frontier and Great 
Society, beginning with 1962 and 
continuing

1969, (the end of the current fis­ 
cal year), will reflect federal 
tax collections of about $833 3 
billion. 
By any standard you want to 
raise, that's an expensive orgy.

Hitler gathered about him a 
group of political freebooters, 
cutthroats, and riffraff to form 
the Nazi party. His followers 
were mesmerized by the pasty- 
faced and wild-eved toothbrush 
mustache. In 1923 he engineered 
the farcical beer hall putsch in 
Munich, which had its tragedy 
in the death of a number of 
young men. 
Hitler went to jail, where he 
began writing “ Mein Kampf," 
his blueprint for the future. The 
lenient republican government 
of Germany let him out in 1924 
His great opportunity came in 
the world-wide depression of 
1929. Between 1930 and 1932 his 
Nazi party became the largest 
in Germany. Nothing attracts 
men of money and influence 
like success, and various promi­ 
nent German figures adopted 
him and persuaded the aging 
President Paul von Hindenburg 
to make him chancellor on Jan 
30. 1933. paving the way for the 
nazi debacle 
Wallace did have the gover­ 
norship of Alabama as a base 
Four years ago he operated as 
a Democrat and scored surpris­ 
ing Presidential primary votes 
In Wisconsin, Indiana, and Mar­ 
yland. In those days he made, 
his big pitch against 
civil 
rights, terming the legislation 
“ the civil wrongs bill.” 
His "beer hall” crisis came 
when he was forced to surren-1 
der the governorship of Ala­ 
bama, but he weathered it by- 
putting his wife into the chair 
he had occupied and running 
the state by proxy, while he 
built up national stature as the 
leader of an Independent party, j 
W h ile posing as a con­ 
stitutionalist, Wallace circum­ 
vented the constitution of his 
own state by governing through 
his wife. He has based his 1968 
appeal on law and order, but 
Alabama has one of the highest 
crime rates of the American 
states. If he should be elected 
President, he would be without1 
a single member of his party in 
either branch of Congress, a si- 
t u a t i o n which would invite 
chaos. 
There is no denying Wallace 
has his ardent supporters, but 
they are largely voters who arc 
fed up with the way things have 
been going They are tired of 
promises of progress and want, 
peace and stability. 
Their faces light up and their 
eyes brighten at the mention of 
Wallace, but if asked for his po­ 
sition on foreign policy, national 
resources, and the rest of the

o r e a m i more people are 
becoming interested in re­ 
ligion and one of the first ques­ 
tions which comes to their minds 
is. "What church should I join?" 
They realize that there should 
he a visible fellowship of be­ 
lievers and yet there are many 
such visible fellowships called

added by the Lord to one body 
or church. 
So, from the New Testament 
we learn that there is only one 
church or kingdom of God estab­ 
lished by Christ, and that men 
do not “join” it in the sense one 
“joins" a chib or political party. 
No human being has the power 
to put one into this body or to 
turn one out of it. We simply 
face the fact that we are un­ 
saved and ask the question, 
"What must I do?" Then we 
follow New Testament teaching 
and example and believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ as the Son of 
Cod, repent of all our sins, and 
trusting in Christ we obey his 
command to be baptized (im­ 
mersed) unto or in order to re­ 
ceive the forgiveness of our sins. 
Then the Lord will add us unto 
his church, or body, or kingdom, 
and we simply follow in Jesus’ 
steps throughout our life. If all 
believers would do this, there 
would be no division among 
them. All would be Christians, 
members of tile one Kingdom of 
God.

They’re 
Booby-Trapped 
to Save 
Your Life

any of america’s highways 
are booby-trapped— to save 
our lives. 


They are rigged to snare potential 
divider jumpers, purposely defaced to 
thwart skidding in wet weather, and gim­ 
micked to jar dozing drivers. 
Few motorists, however, are aware of 
the lifesavers and car savers built into 
nearly every mile they drive. 
Consider the innocuous and even puny- 
looking chain-link divider fence. In real­ 
ity, it’s road science’s muscular equivalent 
of a bear trap. A cunning car catcher, the 
“cable-link barrier,” so-called because it 
consists of a chain-link fence backstopped 
by a steel cable, traps potential divider 
jumpers in steel mesh and cable. 
A once-snared Texas driver describes 
the sensation of a cable-chain barrier 
catch this way: ‘‘That cable gives like a 
rubber band, stops you, and straightjack- 
ets your car in a net of steel.” 
Seemingly simple—but scientifically far 
more 
complex—are 
the 
myriad 
tiny 
grooves now cut in many skid-prone roads. 
Tiny as they are, they’ve come close to 
eliminating driving’s most insidious phe­ 
nomenon—the hydroplaning car. 
In hydroplaning, your car actually flies. 
Unlike skidding, in which tires slide on 
slick pavement, 
the 
hydroplaning car 
takes off—rising completely (though sel­ 
dom more than a fraction of an inch) off 
the pavement. It is ‘‘altitude’’ enough, 
however, for disaster because the driver 
is completely helpless. 
Aarospoc* engineers were first to un­ 
mask the hydroplane phenomenon. In­ 
volved are basic hydraulics—water that 
behaves like a tire jack. Hydroplaning can 
occur whenever water, standing on a 
highway, is deeper than the depth of ypur 
tire treads ( l l / 16th of an inch even on 
brand-new tires). Inundated, the tread 
grooves, which provide channels for wa­ 
ter’s escape, are blocked. So water dams 
up beneath your tires, pressure builds, 
and your car lifts off the ground. 
Oddly, hydroplaning can be prevented 
in wet weather if a driver I) remembers 
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to overinflate his tires; 2) maintains a 
safe speed; 3) switches from today’s low- 
profile (fat) treads to narrower tires. 
A more practical solution: groove the 
pavement with tiny channels which be­ 
come ‘‘escape routes” for rain water. 
Thus, in Texas, Georgia, and Califor­ 
nia engineers use diamond-tipped circu­ 
lar saws to cut Vi to Vi-inch grooves wher­ 
ever rain water collects. So closely spaced 
and minute are the grooves that neither 
you nor your tires feel them. Yet hydro­ 
planing has been eliminated. 
Sonto highw ay innovations, however, 
are meant to be felt—as the raised, plas­ 
tic reflected which are making painted 
lines obsolete.

Here are some other highway “booby 
traps” worth watching for: 
Breakaway sign posts—an innovation 
straight from Hollywood’s prop shops. 
They fly harmlessly apart if you hit them 
and could save your life. 
Grade warmers—heating elements, nes­ 
tled just under the pavement on steep 
grades or bridge approaches, melt ice. 
Escape ramps—strategically sited run­ 
off roads, whose steep uphill grades, 
strewn rim-deep with loose sand.are meant 
to sandtrap runaway vehicles on a down­ 
grade highway. 
"Rood-cuH urad" shrubbery—a special­ 
ly bred genus of highway divider shrub 
that thrives in a carbon-monoxide and 
road-salt environment and, growing pre­ 
cisely to eye level, shields drivers from 
on-coming headlights. 
With science working to make our high­ 
ways the safest In the world, these are 
but a few of the latest achievements in 
the war against one of America’s greatest 
killers—the auto accident. ♦

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The 1969 Cars- 
A Step on the Road to Perfection 


Style changes have been held to a minimum with the accent on safety—and, of course, luxury

T 


h e y ' v e d o n e it a^ain! The 
auto engineers have come 
up with new-model cars for 
1969 which take long strides 
on the endless road toward 
perfection. 
This 1969-model year may be un­ 
sensational in styling, but it will be 
one in which the entire industry reg­ 
isters important improvements in all 
aspects of automotive art. 
There have been some giant im­ 
provements in the area of safety, for 
example. Every company has had a 
share in this. Fords are built on an 
energy-absorbing frame whose front 
rails 
are shaped something like 
an “S” ; in severe impact the shape 
tends to telescope, swallowing up a 
share of the direct shock. 
General Motors cars have side im­ 
pact bars—some 80 pounds or so of 
sheet steel in the inner body, a direct 
shield of resistance to side impact. 
They also have an improved type of 
collapsible steering wheel which ab­ 
sorbs body impact better. 
The industry's first antiskid device 
appears on the Continental Mark III 
—an electronically controlled device 
which lets you brake right to the 
point of locking the wheels but stops 
short of skidding them. (Tests show 
that it takes longer to stop when 
wheels are skidded: control is far 
less positive, too.) 
Dodge has a radically new aux­ 
iliary light for night driving, the 
Super-Lite, developed by Sylvania. 
It provides an intense, concentrated 
beam of precisely controlled light 
which lengthens visibility along the 
road without excessive glare in the 
eyes of oncoming drivers. It works 
on the same principle as a movie 
projector. The light is clipped off at 
the edges of the screen with no over­ 
hang or diffusion. 
And, of course, there are more 
humble changes, too, but obviously 
important ones—head rests, belts, 


repositioning of door locks and in- 
strument-panel controls, 
improved 
disc 
brakes, and 
new fiber-glass 
“belted tires" which differ from ra­ 
dial tires in that the plies run diag­ 
onally as in conventional tires but 
have a belt of fiber glass underneath 
the rubber, thus giving you the 
smooth ride of a conventional tire 
and the safety of a radial. 
On the overage, the new cars are 
bigger, bodies have been widened and 
lengthened. Even where there has 
been no change in basic dimensions 
—wheelbase and over all length—in­ 
genious construction techniques have 
been developed, giving passengers 
more leg room and more hip room. 
They are more powerful cars, too. 
Almost all manufacturers have en­ 
larged their engines and improved 
power-plant 
“breathing," 
so 
the 
horsepower scales are higher but 
gasoline is used more effectively— 
economically. And the variety! Chev­ 
rolet's six lines offer no less than 18 
horsepower ratings, 90 to 435. 
Idling speeds on the new cars are 
higher, and so are engine speeds; im­ 
purities are thus burned up in the 
engine and not expelled into the air. 
The net result is cleaner air coming 
out of the exhaust, somewhat reliev­ 
ing the smog problem 
Closely allied to this development 
is improved carburetion. Carburet­ 
ors are now being sealed in and ad­ 
justed more precisely at the manu­ 
facturer’s because they’ve become 
far too involved and delicate for the 
average mechanic to tinker with. 
Some of the changes aren’t visi­ 
ble but are equally important. Buick 
has taken a really revolutionary ap­ 
proach to car stability with a com­ 
pletely new system of cambering 
(angling) the front wheels, so the 
up-and-down movement when you 
hit a bump serves to hold the car lev­ 
el. The Ambassador of American 
Motors goes at it differently; its new 
rear-suspension design serves nota-

bly to stabilize the ride better and 
to reduce vibration at the same time. 
Nor can you see the new disc 
brakes which grace many of the cars. 
Dodge's floating caliper discs are re­ 
designed to improve cooling and thus 
reduce wear and possible distortion. 
General Motors options include a 
single-piston disc unit instead of the 
former four-piston design. 
Resilient front bumpers can be had 
on 1969 Chevrolet Camaros as well as 
the Pontiacs, upon which they were 
introduced last year. They have 
plastic sections which return to orig­ 
inal form after mild impact. This 
year, incidentally, Pontiac offers an 
around-the-side molding of this same 
material to ward off those body 
scratches you can get at tight- 
squeeze parking lots. 
All Ganaral Motors cars have a 
new kind of lock, which safeguards 
not only the ignition but also the 
steering column and the gear-shift 
mechanism. A would-be car thief 
may be able to “jump the wires’* 
past the ignition and start the car, 
but he won’t be able to shift gears 
and turn the steering wheel. 
There are some novel ideas in styl­ 
ing. Plymouth is making much of its 
floral roofs on hardtop models. Gay

vinyl patterns are an option in prac­ 
tically any color of the rainbow; 
Plymouth feels these designs will be 
as distinctive for women aa an Yves 
St. Laurent dress. 
Pontiac has an exciting new Grand 
Prix design with the longest hood 
in the industry. Mercury, too, has 
something new with its Marquis se­ 
ries, a kind of junior edition of the 
classic Continental lines, and Cadil­ 
lac has 205 trim combinations from 
which you can choose. 
Inside you can have your seating 
as you like it—with bench seats, 
buckets, benches with arm rests, and 
dual seats which can be regulated in­ 
dividually for height and position. 
Styling has been improved, too, by 
the elimination of vent windows on 
most of the new models, thus giving 
drivers better visibility. Elimina­ 
tion of these vent windows, standard 
for the last 35 years, has been made 
possible by development of new 
forced-air ventilation systems which 
pipe outside air into the passenger 
compartment and bleed it out at the 
rear. There will be a wide choice of 
such systems. 
The idea of the individualized car 
continues as strong as ever. The 
combinations are enough to slow 
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down one’s choice! There are more 
engines this year, many with a mul­ 
tiple choice of carburetion. 
But enough of the generalities. 
Let’s see what specific changes have 
been made in each line: 
American Motors: The biggest 
news is in the newly designed Am­ 
bassador series, four inches longer 
and with wider tread. The former 
American series is now called the 
Rambler group. The Rebel’s track is 
wider; the AMX, which attracted a 
lot of sports-car attention when in­ 
troduced in the spring, now is offered 
with racing stripes as part of a spe­ 
cial “go” package. 
Buick: The Le Sabre line is en­ 
tirely new with a larger rear win­ 
dow. Electra and Wildcat, too, have 
been redesigned. Variable power- 
steering ratios are provided on the 
senior lines, giving the driver more 
turn on the wheels with less turn on 
the steering wheel. An electric fuel 
pump appears on the Riviera, push­ 
ing fuel into the carburetor under 
pressure—thus practically eliminat­ 
ing engine cutouts or “sags” after 
idling or standing in hot weather. 
Cadillac: Bodies are new—hoods 
longer, roofs on some models length­ 
ened, with the rear window di­

D odga: The Polara-Monaco line 
is entirely new, somewhat reminis­ 
cent of the much-admired Charger. 
There are three basic body shells, 
all with curved and ventless side 
windows. The Dart has a new “Swing­ 
er” hardtop and a good variety of en­ 
gine choices. Charger has a manually 
adjustable tilt seat. Tires are en­ 
larged on most models for better ride 
and longer wear. 
Ford: 
The basic

Headlamps are hidden 
on some models. Mustang's doors 
have been thinned, allowing more in­ 
terior room. Fairlane has a new six- 
cylinder engine; Falcon’s engine has 
been modified for more economy.

ments, has a larger engine, and an 
electrically heated rear window. 
Im p erial: An all-new look: the 
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car is five inches longer while main­ 
taining the same 127-inch wheelbase. 
Lights are hidden; taillights are 
sequential. Built-in pillows in the 
seat area provide a luxury touch. 
Lincoln C ontinental: Interiors are 
redesigned on two models 
(two- 
door and four-door), and there is 
a distinctive town-car interior op­ 
tion. Engine horsepower has been 
increased from 340 to 365. The front 
grille is somewhat recessed. The 
Continental Mark III, introduced last 
spring and sold out until the end of 
the year, is unchanged. 
M ercu ry : The main name car has 
a new chassis and new sheet metal 
built on a wheelbase one inch longer. 
As a result, Mercury is 1.7 inches 
longer; tread is wider, height is 
lower. The Marquis series (six mod­ 
els) has a new engine to go with its 
new design. On the Cougar line, new 
sheet metal makes the car longer 
wider, and lower. 
O ldsm obile: The Toronado has 
been thoroughly restyled but not as 
radically as in the past. Wheelbase on 
the “98” series is longer (127 inches), 
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and the deck has been lengthened for 
added luggage space. All four engine 
choices have improved carburetion, 
making cold-weather starting easier. 
Plym outh: The Fury group is 
new, 1.5 inches longer, nearly two 
inches wider, with more than three 
inches of added rear shoulder room. 
Windshield shape is new. Seats ad­ 
just better; standard wheels are now 
15 inches in diameter. The Satellite 
Road Runner now includes a convert­ 
ible. Valiant’s two engine options 
offer higher output, and standard 
engines have been improved. The 
Barracuda is available in a new per­ 
formance series. 
Pontiac: This year’s models rid** 
on wheelbases one inch longer than 
last year; track is also widened an 
inch for more stability. Bodies are 
all restyled, with a sharply split grille 
up front.

1. Getting out an open window (c) is 
the safest procedure. Doors are hard to 
open against water pressure; tempered 
car windows are very hard to break. 
2. Try to smother the fire (b) and get 
it out. Battery cables are hard to discon­ 
nect without tools; pulling burning wires 
out with your bare hands can cause seri­ 
ous electrical buras. 
3. Pump the brakes again and again 
(a) in an effort to build up hydraulic 
pressure. You should be able to build up 
enough to help the car stop. If not, the 
parking brake should be used but might 
not be too effective on a steep hill. In that 
case, sideswipe something to get your car 
stopped. 
4. Surprisingly enough, you should turn 
your lights off (a) to wait it out. Any 
display of lights during a bad fog can 
cause drivers behind you to believe your 
car is on the roadway and in motion. Re­ 
sults: a rear-end collision. The National 
Safety Council also suggests that you get 
out of the car and keep well away from 
it in a situation of this type. 
5. Keep that steering wheel steady (c) 


and stop the car as fast as possible. Some­ 
thing has happened in your electrical sys­ 
tem and under ordinary circumstances no 
amount of jiggling with inside controls 
will solve the problem. 
6. You’ll have to use your best judg­ 
ment in this too-common and too-deadly 
situation but, ordinarily, (a) would be 
the correct answer. Don’t ever try to 
speed up to solve this problem—it doesn’t 
work. And how far you can squeeze to the 
right without running the other guy off 
the road is a matter of driving skill. 
7. Slow down and turn back onto the 
road at a sharp angle (c). Trying to turn 
back gradually or attempting to stop with 
two wheels on the soft shoulder can be a 
very dangerous tactic. 
8. Get the engine turned off (c). Put­ 
ting on the brakes with a runaway en­ 
gine won’t help. Putting the car into neu­ 
tral with a roaring engine could explode 
it. 
9. If there is no other way to escape a 
head-on collision to the right, go off the 
road (c). Even a rollover into a ditch is 
less dangerous than a head-on crash. 9
